It asks why Judge Day’s note 
of Aug. 10 did not clearly declare that the 
United States would not recognize such res- 
ervation and that the protocol was neces- 
sary to prevent a misunderstanding on that 
point.

Activity in Army Circles. 

_ Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—There has 
been remarkable activity about the ar 
department for several days in the way of 
preparing troops for service in lands beyond 
the United States. An order has been issued 
directing at least ten regiments of the reg- 
ular army now stationed in Northwestern 
forts and pusts to hold themselves in readi- 
ness for immediate transportation and serv- 
tee in tropical climates. Most of these regi- 
ments were sent into the Northern and West- 
ern posts a few weeks ago for recuperation 
after their Cuban campaign. While hold- 
ing themselves ready for service these regi- 
ments will now be recruited to their {ull 
strength. 
Nothing is said officially as to what the 
present activity means, but there are sev- 
eral reasons suggested. It is believed that 
an early movement to Cuba is intended, 
somewhat sooner than has been generally 
believed heretofore. Another belief enter- 
tained is that the United States government 


‘desires to be in a position to meet any con- 


ditions that may grow out of the pending 
peace negotiations and to be in readiness to 
resume hostilities if Spain refuses to accept 
the terms the American Peace Commission- 
ers offer. It may be that some of the regu- 
lar regiments are destined to replace volun- 
teers who have been pleading to be sent 
home. 

An interesting feature of the matter is the 
refusal of the United States authorities to 
order the muster out of the volunteers who 
recently returned from Porto Rico. These 
regiments were sent to their homes and 
given sixty days’ furlough, but contrary to 
the plans heretofore followed they were not 
allowed to be mustered out of service. 

As to the ten regular regiments, every 
depariment of the government has beer 
directed to prepare supplies for them and 
to arrange transportation as soon as they 
are ordered to move.

MEETING LONG AND STORMY. 


At a fiery and prolonged meeting last even- 
ing the Board of Education, by a vote of 
17 to 0, summarily discharged its architect, 
Normand S8S. Patton, and resumed the 
contest which is being waged for and against 
the authority of Superintendent E. Ben- 
jamin Andrews. For an hour and a half the 
friends of the Superintendent stood and 
fought, finally peating a retreat in good 
order and delaying the issue at stake for 
another two weeks. 

The Andrews contest arose over the mat- 
tcr of appointing night schoo) principals 
and on the report of the High School com- 
mittee. This report made no recommenda- 
tions for appointments, but had attached to 
it a letter from Superintendent Andrews in 
which he nominated a list of principals, fol- 
lowing out the request of the committee. 


For and Against Andrews. 3 
A motion by Trustee Gallagher to amend 
the report in such manner as to make the 
appointments in accordance with this list 
brought the issue to a head. To make the 
appointments would be to override the 
wishes of Superintendent Andrews. The vote 
was 9 to 8 in favor of the amendment, which 
was lost, as eleven votes were needed to 
carry it.

STOLEN BY HER MOTHER | 
AND FRANK M’GOWAN. 


Ex-lMayor of Trenton, N. J., Figures in 
Another Sensational Case — Kidnap- 
ers Arrested on Telegram in Penn- 
sylvania—Took Child from School. 


Erie, Pa., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—Another 
chapter in the famous Barnes-McGowan 
damage case of Trenton, N. J., in which Mc- 
Gowan was sued for alienating the affec- 
tions of Barnes’ wife, occurred in this city 
this afternoon, when Frank D. McGowan 
and wife and Mrs. Dr. R. H. Wynn were ar- 
rested on the charge of being fugitives from 
justice for having stolen Edith Beryl Barnes 
from a Cleveland private school. 

Some time ago Mrs. McGowan’ was the 
wife of John A. Barnes of Cleveland, but 
obtained a divorce from her husband in 
Oklahoma. Then she married McGowan, 
the ex-Mayor of Trenton, N. J., who has 
figured to a considerable extent in the news- 
papers throughout the country. Mr. Mc- 
Gowan was at one time a weajthy man. 
He deserted his wife for Mrs. Barnes. - 

When Mrs. Barnes obtained her divorce 
she wrote a letter to Mr. Barnes, the grarid- 
father, asking him to take care of the child. 
He has done so ever since. Last September 
Judge White appointed him the legal guard- 
ian of the child.

WILL TEST BOARD’S LEGALITY. 


Property-Owners File Protest in Court 
Against Action by the Local Im- 
provement Body. 


The validity of the law creating the Board 
of Local Improvement is to be tested in the 
courts. As a first step in the proceedings, 
which are to be carried forward to the 
Supreme Court for a decision, there was 
filed in the County Court yesterday objec- 
tions to the curbing, grading, and paving of 
a system of streets—Longwood avenue, 
Ninefy-fifth street, Walden Parkway and 
West Ninety-seventh street, Ninety-ninth 
streets in 
Washington Heights. The improvement 
will cost $50,000. The objections represent 
more than a majority of the property-owners 
in that vicinity. : 

It appears that when the matter came up 
before the Board of Local Improvement a 
remonstrance petition, representing 14,000 
feet out of 24,000 feet, was presented to the 
board and numerous arguments made by 
property-owners. against the proposed im- 
provement, but the board disregarded the 
petition and passed an ordinance for the 
improvements.

Ethe) Marlowe, the Polly Love 
of Caine’s “The Chris- 
tian,” Drops Dead 
in New York. 


EXPIRES BEHIND SCENES. 


Speaks Her Last Lines of the | 


Drama, Retires, and Is the 
_ Victim of Heart 
Disease. 


AUDIENCE DOES NOT KNOW. 


New York, Nov. 16.—[Special.]—The large 
audience which saw “ The Christian’’ at 
the Knickerbocker Theater tonight knew 
that something was wrong at the conclusion 
of the third act. Mr. Keenan, the stage 
manager, came before the footlights and 
begged its indulgence on account of the in- 
disposition of one of the players. 

Even at that moment, however, the young . 
woman who had previously appeared upon 
the scene as Polly Love was dead. Ethel 
Marlowe, without a moment's warning, had 
succumbed to heart disease in the wings. 

It was. deemed inadvisable to acquaint the 
audience with the tragic event, and Miss 
Allen and her associates, with visible diffi- 
culty, brought the play to a conclusion. 

Miss Marlowe had arrived early at the 
theater, and gave no indication that she was 
other than perfectly well. She was of a 
bright and happy disposition, and during the 
time she was off the stage generally stood 
in the wings and laughed and joked with her 
fellow-players, 

In a@ conversation tonight with John B. 
Mason, who plays Horatio Drake, the ques- 
tion of food came up, and when something 
was said about a certain dish she remarked 
that she had to be careful abovi what she 
ate and drank, as she had trouble with her 
sheart. Both her father and an elder sister 
had died of heart disease. 

She played the emotional réle of Polly, the 
wronged nurse, Glory Quayle’s associate at 
the hospital. According to the play, when. 
Glory becomes a successful actress Polly 
acts as her companion. 


Her Last Stage Lines. 

The-third act—the drama is divided into a 
prologue and four acts—represents Glory’s 
apartments in the Garden House. This is 
the last scene in which Polly appears. She 
is in and out during the progress of the 
act, and her last speech is given to the cue 
of the roaring mob outside seeking the life 
of Jchn Storm. It is here that she rushes 
in and exclaims: | 

“Glory! Glory! Glory! Lord Robert and 
Mr. Drake are below speaking to Liza!”’ 

Miss Allem then bids her to conduct John 
Storm through her private apartments, and 
Polly leads the way for the hounded min- 
ister. Miss Marlowe had delivered the final 
speech of her part and the last she was to 
meke on the stage. Within two minutes of 
her last exit from the mimic stage she had 
passed from the stage of life. 

As she entered the wings she met one of 
the young men who constituted the mob. 
She commented upon the excellence of his 
makeup, laughed, and then seated herself 
on a piano stool which stood near the first 
entrance. It was her customary place, for 
she always waited there for Miss Allen. 

Suddenly she tottered, and before any one 
could rush jto her assistance she had fallen 
to the stage. It was at first thought that 
she had fainted, and messengers were sent 
flying for restoratives and doctors. |

Within a few minutes three physicians ar- 
rived—Dr. Harcomb Anderson, Dr. Bagg, 
and Dr. Henry B. Macauley. It was at once 
seen that the case was a desperate one, and 
hypodermic injections of the most powerful 
stimulants were administered. Electric bat- 
teries were also applied, but it was soon 
apparent that the young woman was beyond 


‘all human aid. The doctors, who superficial- 


ly diagnosed the case as one of heart dis- 
ease, were of the opinion that Miss Marlowo 
was dead when she fell from the stool. 

While all this was happening the act on the 
stage came to anend. Then, at the conclu- 
sion of the next act and the performance, 
the audience, knowing nothing of the tragic 
happening, insisted upon a curtain call. The 
drop went up, and the applause continued. 

Miss Allen made a pitying gesture, and 
Mr. Keenan came before the curtain once 
more, and said that he was about to call for 
a physician‘’s aid, but that ft was not then 
necessary. The hidden significance of the 
speech was not understood, but it had the 
effect of causing the audience to’ disperse. 

Miss Marlowe was about 24 years of age 
and had been two years on the stage. She 
had played in a répertoire company, but 
this was her first metropolitan engagement 
in a role of any great significance. 


Miss Marlowe, who was a special protégée 


of Miss Allen, came of an old theatrical 
family. Her father was Owen Marlowe, 
who made his début here at Barnum’s Mu- 
seum as Lamp in “ Wild Oats ”’ in 1855. 

He married Virginia Nickinson, daughter 
of a Toronto manager. He was the original 
Captain Hawtree in the first production 
in this country of “ Caste” at Waltack’s 
old theater at Broome street. 

It was while playing Talbot Champneys in 
the long run of “ Our Boys” at the Globe 
Theater, Boston, that Mr. Marlowe died on 
May 18, 1876. 

Virginia Marlowe, another daughter, was 
also an actress. Miss Marlowe's mother is 
a member of a company now on tour. On 


the stage she is known as Mrs. Owen Mar- 


lowe.

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—MII- 
waukee has practically won its battle against 
the street railway company, and while there 
will be no four-cent fare here the street 
railway has agreed to pay tothe city at least 
$2,000,000 over and abvuve its taxes to the city 
during the life of its present franchises. 

This agreement is the result of negotiations

{M. Francie de Prossense is the son of the fa- 
mous French Protestant pastor and writer of the 
same name, who died in 1891. The son was born 
in Paris in 1853, entered the ministry of foreign 
affairs in 1879, was appointed Secretary of the 
French Embassy et Constantinople in February, 
1880, and in April of the same year he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the French Legation at 
Washington..

Dowager Empress of China Agrees to 
Permit the Caar’s Troops to Gua 
the Coast. | 


Vancouver, B. C., Noy. 16.—[Special.]—The 
Japan Mail has translated the following 
from Chiuo Shimbun: 

From semi-official circles it is learned that 
another secret treaty has been concluded 
between Russia and the Empress Dowager 
on behalf of China. The principal items pro- 
vide that the Chinese government is to em- 
ploy Russian soldiers for the defense of the 
Chinese coast, Thé soldiers are to be offi- 
cered by Russians and to be paid by the 
Chinese government at Russian army rates 
until the alleged Chinese military organiza- 
tion is settled, The Russian Commanders- 
in-Chief of Liao Tung and Port Arthur are 
to send troops into China at the mandate of 
the Empress. | 

On the same week the Dowager Empress 
issued a proclamation which, read along

to guess what the Empress is at. 
the edict says: 

“ Hereafter it will be required of all ap- 
plicants for military service that they pass 
examination in archery and stone-slinging.

FRENCH REBUFF FROM ITALY. 


Attempt to Land a Military Expedition 
in Abyssinia Fails Because of a 
Protest from Rome. 


Rome, Nov. 16,-—-Considerable excitement 
has been caused here by a report a French 
warship recently landed an officer and some 
soldiers at Rahieta, in the Danakil country, 
on the west shore of Bab-el-Mandeb, the 
strait connecting the Red Sea with the 
Indian Ocean, and only reémbarked them 
after a protest by the Italian officials there. 
The feeling of irritation is increased by the 
fact that Russia has refused to recognize 
an Italian protectorate over Rahieta. 

. Massowa, on the Red Sea, Nov. 16.—Ad- 
vices have been received here from Assab, 
on the Strait of Bab-el-Mandeb, confirming 
the rumor of a recent French landing at 
Ivtaheita. The French did not return to 
the warship until the Italian authorities 
had protested against their presence ashore, 


DREYFUS TO STAY IN HIS CAGE. 


Two Advocates to Go to Cayenne to As- 
sist the Prisoner in Preparing 
a Defense. 


Paris, Nov. 16.—The announcement that 
two advocates will be sent to Cayenne, cap- 
ital of French Guiana, to assist Dreyfus in 
the preparation of his defense, gives rise to 
the belief that he will not, after all, be 
brought back. It is believed he has already 
received the government’s message an- 
nouncing the revision. |

Opefu recently massacred a missionary 
and his family, and the Transvaal govern- 
ment sent an expedition to punish the na- 
tives.. The latter attacked the Boers, but 
were driven into the moyntains, 

Two Boers were killed during the storm- 
ing of the mountain stronghold.

Merritt Declares the Filipinos 
Must Be ‘Governed as 
Colonists. 


SITUATION FULL OF PERIL. 


Manila, Philippine Islands, Nov. 16.--Gen- 
eral Otis, the commander of the American 
forces, recently proposed to Aguinaldo the 
release of the friars and civilians held in 
captivity throughout the provinces. 

The insurgent leader denied their mal- 
treatment and refused to release the pris-. 
oners, claiming the civilians had enlisted 
as volunteers and, therefore, were legitimate 
prisoners of war. Aguinaldo also ‘denies 
women and children were detained, but said 
some women and children had voluntarily 
accompanied their husbands or fathers into 
captivity. | 

As to the friars, Aguinaldo argues they are 
prohibited by the Pope from accepting 
parochial appointments, -that -they ere only 
permitted to follow monastic life, and that 
the parishes are intrusted to ministers of 
the independent monastic orders. But, he 
the Philippine cleridals have delib- 
erately and systematically deceived the 
Pope, pretending that the country was bar- 
barous, unfit for the regular ministry, and 
that it was necessary that the monastic 
orders should administer the parishes. 
Therefore, Aguinaldo continued, he consid- 
ered it necessary to detain the friars until 
the Pope is undeceived. 

The Spanish: papers here assert that a 
sanguinary mutiny has taken place on board.

States to control the natives. Advices from 
Iloilo say the natives of that city distrust 
Aguinaldo and want American domination. 


General Merritt’s Comments. 

London, Nov. 16.—General Wesley Mer- 
ritt, U. 8. A., who is still in this city, has 
read with a great deal of interest the long 
letter of complaint against American offi- 
cials in the Philippines Islands addressed by 
the so-called Filipino Junta of Hongkong 
to President McKinley and the people. In 
discussing the Filipinos, the American Gen- 
eral refers to them as “ children,’’ and says 
op rae be impossible to establish Ameri- 

h government in the islands. He adds 
that they must have some form of colonial 
government similar to the British colonial 
governments. Regarding the complaints of 
the Filipinos the General said: | 

‘It was impessible to recognize the in- 
surgents and I made it a point not to do so, 
as I knew it would lead to complications. 
Admiral Dewey, after my arrival, pursued 
the same course. What was done before is 
not for me to comment on, I purposely did 
not recognize Aguinaldo or his troops, nor 
did I use them in any way. Aguinaldo did 
not ask to see me until ten days after my 
arrival. After that’ I was too much @ccu- 
pied to see him. : 

‘*In talking with leading Filipinos I told 
them the United States had no promises to 
make, but that they might be agsured that 
the government and people of the United 
States would treat them fairly. This was 
because the United States is in the habit of 
dealing fairly with all struggling peoples, 
and not because I had been authorized to 
say anything of the kind. 

‘‘We purposely did not give the insur- 


cause we did not need their co6peration and 
did not purpose to haveit. We were moved 
by fear that they might loot and plunder, 
and possibly murder. Aguinaldo’s subordi- 
nate leaders, in conversing with American 
officers, frequently said they intended to cut 
the throats of all the Spaniards in Manila. 

‘* Aguinaldo himself wrote a complaining 
letter saying the insurgents had been de- 
nied ‘their share of the booty,’ whatever 
he may have meant by that. I took no 
notice of this letter, nor do I think the sub- 
ject new raised is a matter for discussion 
between Aguinaldo and any representative 
‘of the American government.” 


Disquieting News from Manila. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Reports ofa 
somewhat disquieting nature have been re- 
ceived from Genera] Otis, in command at 
Manila. He says the Province of Iloilo, in 
the Island of Panay, which is technically oe- 
cupied by the Spaniards, is surrounded by 
the insurgents, and that fears are enter- 
tained that the Spanish population and gar- 
rison will be massacred by the insurgents. 

The capital of the province is 855 miles 
from Manila, but this and the other islands, 
with the exception of Manila and its ad- 
jacent country, are not under control of the 
Americans. 

Heretofore the United States officers have 

tried to prevent disturbances between the 
insurgents and the Spaniards through good 
offices and counsel. The indications are, 
however, that the present situation in Iloilo 
cannot be controlled by the United States 
army at Manila or the insurgent leaders 
there, and if serious consequences are avert- 
+ some other method will have to be adopt- 
ed. 
The troops under General Otis are not 
available for any such duty, and, under the 
terms of the protocol, pending peace nego- 
tiations, it is not desirable to send a force 
from the army to the Island of Panay. 

There is no intention at present of sending 
additional troops to General Otis, but the 
situation is such as to strengthen the deter- 
mination of the administration not ‘to reduce 
the availaWle force under hig command. 


Predicts Trouble with Aguinaldo. 

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 16.—Captain John 
Barneson, commander of the United States 
transport Arizona, has arrived from Ma-

Is Arrested for Killing 
Bodemiller Boy. 


AT FIRST HE CONFESSES. 


MUNCIE SLAYER |. 


Later Retracts and Persists in His. 


Silence, Even Though Taken 


BABY THE CHILD’S ACCUSER. 


Muncie, Ind., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—Late 
this evening Fred Olin, aged 12 years, was 
arrested for the murder of little Andy Bode- 
miiler, the 5-year-old child whose body was 
found crammed into a fruit box in a gravel 
pit near his mother’s house in Whitely, a 
suburb. Young Olin, weakening under the 
first terror of arrest, confessed, but laterde- 
clared that he knew nothing of the murder, 
. The arrest of young Olin is the result of a 
story told by 5-year-old Michael Betts. who 
witnessed, or says he witnessed, the murder 
ef the Bodemiller child. The child's story 
is that he, together ‘with an older brother, 
Robert, aged 8, were playing near the edge 
5 the pit in company with Fred Olin. Olin 

as practicing with a revolver, when sud- 
denly the weapon was pointed at Andy 
Bodemiller and discharged. 

When asked what happened when the 
pistol. was fired the boy replied: “Andy 
dropped dead.’’ The brother of the boy who 
told the story corroborated it in every par- 
ticular, 
Help Hide the Body. 

The Betts child, when asked what he did 
when the-shot was fired, replied: “I ran 
away after a box.” 

After the box had been secured the boys, 
aged only 5 years, 8 years, and 12 years, 
placed the body in the box and descended 
into the gravel pit. Here the body was 
taken from its receptacle and placed on the 
ground, the box then being pushed down 
over the body so that it was concealed ex- 
cept for the hand that told the searchers 
where it had been hidden. | 

After hearing the story the Chief of Police 
tonight proceeded to the home of young 
Olin, and, in company with his mother, the 
boy was taken to a room. in the Whitely 
Hotel. The question was asked: “ Fred, 


With tears of fright streaming down his 
the boy replied: Yes, mamma; I 


Boy Retracts His Confession. 


At these words the mother screamed. and 
the boy promptly denied having commitred 
the act. Later the child was closely ques- 
tioned, both in the presence of his mother 
and during her absegce. At one time he 
said he would tell all he knew if the pciice 
would promise not to put him in jail, and, 
upon refusal, remained obdurate. When 
asked why he killed his playmate he would 
only burst into tears. 

When young Michael Betts, the infant ac- 
cuser, was brought into the presence of 
young Olin, he was seized by a paroxysm 
of fear, and, trembling from head ‘o foot, 
would say nothing until taken away from 
where young Olin was sitting. 

Young Olin is the son of a saloonkeeper in 
Whitely, the father’s place of business being 
about 200 yards from where the murder 
was committed. 

The Olin ehild hag none of the marks of 
a criminal and repeatedly during the severe 
examination he would say: *‘ J told mamma 
all about it.”’ 


Mob Violence Threatened. 


When it became known the murderer had 
been caught great crowds gathered about 
the hotel where the officers had the child in 
custody. The crowd, thinking the murderer 
a man, was making preparations to see that 
justice was not cheated, but when it was 
discovered that a boy was charged with the 
crime nothing savoring of violence was 
threatened. 

The child was brought to this city and 
placed in police headquarters, where another 
rigid examination late tonight failed to 
break his silence. 

The funeral of the murdered child will be 
held tomorrow afternoon in the St. Law-

HE COUNTS 200 METEORS. 


Professor Myers of the University of 
Illinois Sees Many Shooting Stars 
at Urbana University. 


- Urbana, Ill., Nov. 16.—([8pecial.]—Pro- 
fessor G. W. Myers, director af the astro- 
nomical observatory at the University of 
Illinois, secured perhaps the best observa- 
tion of the meteoric showers which was se- 
cured in the United States. In an interview 
he said today: 

“The work of observing the much-talked- 
of Leonids meteors was begun at 11 o’clock 
on Friday night, Nov. 11. From then until 
2 o'clock on Wednesday morning a con- 
stant watch has been kept of the heavens 
from Friday night until Saturday morning. 

‘The sky was perfectly clear and | 
six hours’ vigil I and my assistants countec 
over 100 meteors, more than half of which 
emanated from the point of the sky 
whence the Leonids were expected to ap- 
pear. During Saturday, Sunday, and Mon- 
day nights the sky was so thickly overcast 
that no stars could be seen. At 2 o'clock a. 
m. on Tuesday the heavens cleared and re- 
mained so until sunrise. 

“The densest part of the swarm was passed 
at this time. In the space of eight hours 
about 200 meteors were counted, 75 per cent 
of which were Leonids. Several brilliant 
specimens were seen; one at 5 o’clock was. 
brilliant enough to light up a belt forty 
degrees wide along its path. Two meteors 
per minute wére recorded from 4:45 until 5 
o’clock Tuesday morning. The prevailing 
colorg were white, blue, and green. 

‘*On the morning of Saturday the zodiacal 
light was seen with amazing distinctness. 
I have sgen the phenomenon more clearly at 
Munich, Bavaria, but never before so beau- 
tiful and so perfect in this latitude. The 
mellow glow of its light extended in pyra-. 
midal form from the eastern horizon te the 
meridian, and completely enveloped the 
planet Mars.’’

Mr. Cragin said that his syndicate had 
secured clear title to the right of working 
on the canal, and° that he had no doubt the 
canal would be completed within the three 
years prescribed by the Nicaraguan Con- 


“Although,’’ said Mr. Cragin, “‘ the right 
to work on the canal does not begin until 
October, 1800, on which date the old con- 
cession granted to the Maritime Canal com- 

y will expire, yet I have an impression 
that we will be able to get under way be- 
fere that date. You see, the Maritime com- 
pany has not done a stroke of work on the 
panel in nine years. Of course it would be 
a physical impossibility for that company to 
complete the canal in the one year of its 
concession which still remains. 

“Consequently, when the Maritime com- 

y realizes its concession has passed into 
the hands of another company it may 
abandon the right to work on the canal. 
This will enable us to go to work imme- 
diately. 

“There is no doubt that Presjdent Zelaya 
favors the Grace syndicate. He has publicly 
stated that he will not renew the concession 
extended in 1889 to the Maritime company 
and he has also notified the Nicaraguan 
Congress that he has awarded a new con- 
cession to oursyndicate. I may say thatthe 
Congress clinched the agreement by ratify- 
ing President Zelaya’s action.”’

LOSSES MAY 


Emporia, Kas., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—At 
noon today a notice was placed on the door 
of the First National) Bank to the effect 
that it was closed and in the hands of the 
Controller of the Currency. 

An huour later came the announcement 
that Charles S. Cross,| the President of the 
bank, had committed suicide. 

He left this city at 12:35 o’clock and ar- 
rived at his Sunny Slope farm at exacily 
1 o'clock. A colored | laborer hitched the 
horse and Mr. Cross merely nodded and 
passed into the house. He went through the 
front rvom directly into the southwest bed- 
room and closed the r behind him. 

This was the last time that he was ever 
geen alive. 


} On going through the front room he passed 


within ten feet cf Mr. Evans, his superin- 
tendent, but did not sem to notice him. Im- 
mediately after Mr.| Cross had passed 
_through the room Mr.| Evans was called to 
the barn, returning 
Mr. Cross. 


Mr. Evans opened the door leading to the 
bedroom into which Mr. Cross had gone but 
fifteen minutes before. Lying stretched 
across the corner of the room was found the 
dead body of Mr. Cross. His right hand still 
grasped a revolver. 

Charles S. Cross, the|dead President of the 
bank, had lived here! thirty-five years or 
more. He was the son of H. C. Cross, the 
receiver of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
road, who died suddenly at Mackinaw in 
1892. Since his father’s death the young 
man, who is 39 years \old, ‘had been Presi- 
dent of the bank, but! he had spent most of 
his time managing Sunny Slope Stock Farm. 

The farm has been a/large borrower at the 
bank, and as Mr. Cross was preparing for a 
big sale at the Kansas City stock-yards soon 
it is Delieved he was preparing to turn the 
farm into cash to relieve the bank. 

He had been with the examiner for a

SPAIN’S FOOLING. MUST CEASE. 

The reply which the Spaniards handed 
to our commissioners at Paris yesterday 
shows that they have not yet realized they 
are a vanquished nation. They need to be 
shaken up, brought to time, made to get 
down to business, or stand the consequences. 
AH this quibbling and pettifogging over the 
meaning of the protocol as to the “ con- 
trol, disposition, and sovereignty of the 
Philippines ” is a mere trick for purposes 
of procrastination. And now the Span- 
iards have had the insolence to propose arbi- 
tration as to the meaning of these words. 
This is their latest dodge for securing the 
intermeddling of other powers in the set- 
tling of the Philippine question. 

To this proposal the reply of the American 
government will be the terse, historical 
“Non possumus ’—meaning that we can- 
not and will not do anything of that sort. 
For what is this joint commission now sit- 
ting in Paris if not to do all the arbitrating 
that is necessary or permissible? The 
proposition to take the matter before some 
other tribunal is a piece of cool effrontery 
that merely shows the need of bringing 
these dilatory Dons to,a realization of whom 
they are dealing with. This refusal of 
Spain to quitclaim its shadowy rights to 
the Philippines has gone on long enough. 
The time has about arrived for taking sum- 
mary measures such as can be understood 
even by Spaniards who cannot understand 
so plain an instrument as the protocol. 

Not only should this cheeky proposition 
of outside arbitration be sternly and prompt- 
ly negatived, but the terms of the United 
States should be put in the form of an ulti- 
matum. It is time to stop this Spanish 
fooling, which is evidently being prolonged 
for the edification of the German Emperor 
on his approaching visit to Madrid. Spain 
should be given to understand that the 


, American government is not going to re- 


trace a single step or retract a single de- 
mand, and that no trick that a Spanish 
brain can concoct will ever induce us to 
turn over the 10,000,000 Filipinos to Spain 
to be harassed, oppressed, and sdld to Ger- 
man or French bondholders. It would put 
an ineffaceable stigma on this country to 
allow itself to surrender its new rights and 
duties in the Philippines. The dictating of 
the protocol was ours, the interpretation of 
it is ours, and the responsibilities it brings 
are ours. There is nothing to arbitrate and 
no opening for outside arbitrators. The 
situation is one of “ Non possumus.” 

The arbitrator of last resort in this case 
is President McKinley, and the steadfast 
firmness of his stand on the Philippine ques- 
tion is deserving of the highest commenda- 
tion. He represents the almost unanimous 
sentiment of the nation, and of most of the 
civilized world besides. Only France and 
Germany would advise a backdown from 
our just demand for the whole of the con- 
quered Philippine group. Yet neither 
France nor Germany would do anything of 
the sort in our place. The German papers 
that are talking of América’s greed had bet- 
ter look back into their own history about 
twenty-eight years, and remember how 
Germany not only took Alsace and Lor- 
raine, but also exacted from vanquished 
a the largest cash indemnity in his- 

ory. 

The joint commission at Paris has again 
adjourned until Saturday, but there seems 
to be nothing more for it to do. Spain seems 
to be unable to realize that it has been 
whipped. The time has come when the 
American people would like to see Presi- 
dent McKinley waste no more time with 
this Spanish trifling and procrastination, 
Let him withdraw his Peace Commissioners 
and send orders to General Lee to take pos- 
session of Cuba and send Blanco and his 
soldiers home. Let him cable ain order to 
Admiral Dewey and General Otis to finish 
taking possession of all the Philippine Is- 
lands. Let him send out from San Fran- 
cisco all the remaining troops at once. The 
Oregon and Iowa will be around Cape 
Horn soon, and they will be on hand 
in good time to take part in settling the 
Ser mee question in the only method of

Last night’s Washington dispatches indi- 
eate that the President is preparing to ah 
that very thing and that the Spanish com- 
missioners will be notified day after to- 
morrow that if they do not come to time 
at once the United States proposes “ to move 
on their works.”

1 word on which the Dons are chiefly carping. 


The President has told them that the dis- 
position he proposed to make of the Philip- 
pine Islands was to hoist the American flag 
over them and take possession of them in 
the name of the United States of America. 
No people in the civilized world, except 
the Spaniards, would have any trouble in 
understanding him. After Spain has been 
licked a little more that country will have 
no difficulty in understanding what the Presi- 
dent means by the words, ‘‘wontrol, disposi- 
tion, and government ” of the islands.

GOLD POURING IN. 

A. Washington special says: 

Each month only adde to the balance of trade in 
favor of the United States. For the tem months 
ending Nov. 1 exports have exceeded impgeris by 
the enormous sum of $460,206,802. The trade 
balence in favor of this country for the corre- 
sponding ten months of last year was $219,248, 144, 
showing that the balance has more than doubled. 
In the last ten months the imports have de- 
creased $110,977,061, while the exports have in- 
creased $129,981,507 as compared with the same 
period last year. These figures are ail for mer- 
chandise, and do not include gold and silver. 
This indicates that the gold money held 
by the Treasury and the banks has in- 
creased during the last year by the amount 
yielded by the American mines and what 
was received from European countries in 
payment for American products, and that 
this country is rapidly filling up with gol? 
coin. ‘And yet the dishonest 16 to 1 ad- 
vocates pretend to say that this country is 
suffering for lack of money with which to 
do business! Tue T'r1spuNE has frequently 
asked these rattle-brained calamity 
howlers to name some class of people who 
have any utility to sell where there is 
a failure to make a deal by reason of a 
scarcity of money with which tobuy. There 
may be a scarcity of capital, but none of 
currency where there is some capital. There 
would be no poverty if all men had plenty 
of capital on hand. It is the scarcity of 
capital that causes trouble, and inebriation, 
gambling, and laziness that occasion the 
scarcity of capital on the part of 
impecunious people.

THE METROPOLITAN “ L’” ORDERED SOLD. 
_ The affairs of the Metropolitan West Side 
Elevated railroad, which have been the sub- 
ject of considerable speculation in financial 
circles for some time past, have. taken an- 
other turn in the issuance by Judge Showal- 
ter of the United States Circuit Court of a 
decree of foreclosure against the property. 
It is now nearly two years since the road 
passed into the hands of a receiver, and 
jts history in that time appears to have 
been one of almost constant embarrass- 


Early in 1897 proceedings were instituted 
for the sale of the road under the first mort- 
gage indebtedness of $15,000,000, and soon 
after a plan of reorganization by scaling 
the bonds down 40 per cent, which finally 
took shape in a plan submitted by the Re- 
organization committee in July last, and 
in August the bulk of the bonds and stock

ter, the preparation. of which was begun 
about the same time, provides that the 
property shall be sold for not less than 
$6,000,000—the amount scaled off from the 
original bonds, which had been sold at a 
rate of 90 cents on the dollar. Although 
the date of the sale has not been fixed, it 
is expected that it will take place in the 
latter part of December or early in January. 

The fate of the Metropolitan “ L,” like 
that of the “ Alley L,” has proved a dis- 
appointment to investors, whatever may 
have been the anticipations of their prajec- 
tors. Much of this has, no doubt, been 
due to the mode of eapitalization, throwing 
the burden of cost almost entirely—if not 
wholly—on borrowed capital. As a conse- 
quence the bondholders have been com- 
pelled to bear the expense of securing the 
right of way and the actual cost of con- 
struction, and in the end have nothing 
-but the road to look to for security. 

With a tratkage of nearly fourteen lineal 
miles, the patronage has fallen far short of 
paying interest on the investment and the 
current expenses, and a radical reduction 
of both seems absolutely indispensible, 
though the experience is a costly one to

THE NEW CUBAN TARIFF. 

Special Commissioner Porter has drafted 
a new tariff for Cuba, to be put in force 
at port after port as the Spaniards evacuate 
them and the United States forces take 
possession. This tariff reduces duties 
about 60 per cent on the old Spanish rates, 
and yet it will supply abundant revenue to 
meet all governmental expenses as long as 
the United States manages the affairs of 
the island. 

There are two reasons for this. One is 

that the expenses will be reduced. The 
other is.that the new duties will be collected 
honestly, which the old ones have not been. 
The Cuban expenses under Spanish rule 
have amounted to about 22% million dollars. 
Of that sum 10% millions went to pay inter- 
est on the so-called Cuban debt. As Spain, 
not Cuba, will have to look after that debt 
in the future, the budget will be reduced 
nearly one-half to begin with. The charge 
ifor military expenses has been nearly 6 
million dollars, the money having been ex- 
‘pended in making war on the insurgents, 
with the exception of what was stolen. 
Thus it is apparent that the expenses after 
the United States takes hold of affairs will 
dwindle to a small sum. 

While the duties have been high, the cus- 
tom-house officials have been corrupt. Any 
importer who saw fit to bribe them could get 
his goods in for much less than the nominal 
duty. The cugtom-houses have been run 

‘extravagantly, with nearly ten times as 
many employés as are necessary. The low- 
er duties honestly administered will put 
almost as much money in the Treasury in 
time as the high duties did. 

Of course this tariff which Mr. Porter has 
drawn up, and which will be put in opera- 
tion by the simple proclamation of the Presi-

No Equity. for Creditors of Spain Who 
Falsely Claim to Be Creditors of 
Cuba and the Philippines. 


Bondholders in France or elsewhere who 
hold Spanish bonds, falsely called Cuban, 


and pray their governments to interfere be- 


tween Spain and the United States in order 
to get some return from this country be- 
cause Spain is bankrupt, have fallen into 
an absurd mistake. If they encourage Spain 
to break off negotiations more fighting will 
be inevitable. The laws of nations give no 
power to France or Germany or any other 
nation to interfere during the prosecution of 
a war, and if Spain after suing for peace re- 
fuses the terms given, the same war goes 
on, no foreign power having more right or 


‘excuse for interfering than it had at any 


other time while the war was in progress. 
Spain being actually crippled, a renewal of 
hostilities would mean simply further loss by 
Spain and further canquest by the United 
States. In a short time Spain would have a 
larger debt and smaller assets, and not a foot 
of property left beyond the Spanish penin- 
sula. This would net help the Spanish bond- 
holders in the least. It would quickly make 
it impossible to recover from the wreck even 
such sums as the United States might now 
be disposed to pay for pacific improvements 
on property which Spain surrenders. 
Holders of Spanish bonds cannot claim for 
themselves the equities sometimes belonging 
to innocent purchasers. Apart from the 
well-known fact that substantially the entire 
sums borrowed by Spain were borrowed 
openly and directly for the suppression of 
insurrections in her colonies, or for the con- 
duct of the war with the United States, ft is 
also certain that every purchaser, early or 


late, large or small, had perfect notice of 


the objects and character of the debt created. 
They all knew, for instance, that the so- 
called Cuban bonds were in fact bonds issued 
by Spain in order to suppress efforts for the 
freedom of Cuba, and only nominally fast- 


ened upon that property without the slight- 


est pretense of consent by the inhabitants. 
Holders of such bonds have no possible 
equity, except as respects the power to which 
they loaned the money or which issued the 
bonds they saw fit to buy. 


If any European powers which have long 


been friendly with the United States had 
chosen to make overtures for adjustment in 
a spirit of mutual amity at the outset, it is 
conceivable that terms might have been 
reached honorable to. this country, securing 
the independence of Cuba, with some recom- 
pense to Spain by European capitalists, 
avoiding war and its losses and expenses for 
both parties, and immeasurably less onerous 
to Spain than the results of conflict. That 
was the time, before war actually began, 
and the only time when friendly powers 


‘could have intervened with proper excuse 


as mutual friends, not attempting to dictate 
on behalf of either contending power. No 
European nation then saw fit to make such 
representations as could have been received 
by the United States, and in allowing the op- 
portunity to pass, all of them became under 
obligations as friendly nations to stand aside 


until the United States and Spain had settled 


their differences or had both invited friendly 
offices. Those who did not then seek peace 


in the only way to obtain it, with tender of 


friendly offices to both, cannot now make 
any offer without inexcusable interference. 
The people of this country have no idea 
that the people of France or Germany desire 
a conflict with the United States on any ac- 
count whatever, and least of all on account 
of the money-lenders who have lost by sup- 
porting the oppression of Spain in her col- 
onies and her attempt to resist the United 
States. Such lenders get no more sympathy 
from the people of Europe than from the 
people of this country. The French republic 
would not have the support of its own citi- 
zens in any fight for the benefit of money- 
lenders who had upheld Spanish oppression. 
Nor is it conceivable that the German Em- 
peror can be in the dark about the feeling of 
his people on such an issue. If there be add- 
ed the thought that any such controversy 
would have a strong influence to range 
Great Britain and’the United States on the 
same side, an effect which the European 
powers would just now regard as extremely 
undesirable, it may with much reason be in- 
ferred that the creditors of Spain, who false- 
ly pretend to be creditors of Cuba or the 
A Rico, will not find Eu- 
ropean nations ready to contend 
claims.—New York Tribune.

Sketch of His Career. 


Wiliam EB. Hale was born in Bradford, 
Mass., on April 8, 1836.

He began his 
business career as clerk ina dry goods house 
in Hartford, and early displayed that ability 
and honesty which made him prominent 
and wealthy. 

In 1857 he went to Belbit, Wis., and ac- 
cepted a position with the Rock River Paper 
company, with which concern he remained 


charge of the company’s business in this 
city. In that year he married Miss Mary 
Scranton Brown, the daughter of a physi- 
clan of Hartford. Several years later he 
formed partnership with Emerson and 
Talcott and L. G. Fisher of Beloit to put 
up the Hale Building at Washington and 
State st@eets. After the fire it was rebuilt, 
to be torn down later to make room for the 
Columbus Memorial Building. Since. then 
he has been the prime mover in many of the 
great buildings in Chicago. . 

During 1870 Mr. Hale organized the com- 
pany in which he made much of his fortune 
—the Hale Elevator company—for the intro- 
auction of hydraulic elevators.

Count Munster is in the neighborhood of 
80 years of age, and was a Cabinet Minister, 
as well as one of the great dignitaries of 
the realm of the King of Hanover. But 
when the Hanover King, in 1866, declared 


himself against Prussia, Count Munster dis- 


sented from the King’s policy, and as soon 
as the war was over transferred his al- 
legiance to Prussia, being the first of the 
great Hanoverian nobles to do so. 

In England he was particularly popular 
as German Ambassador, owing to his rare 
skill as a four-in-hand whip. Part of his 
revenues are derived from the magnificent 
stud farm for carriage horses, which he 
maintains on his estates in Hanover, and 
which enjoys a European reputation. 
Prince Bismarck always used to profess 
the most profound contempt for the Count’s 
diplomatic abilities, and to expatiate on the 
fact that the only remarkable thing that he 
had ever done in his life was to write a 
work on gastronomy. The old Chancellor 
evidently failed to remember the extremely 


important réle which gastronomy plays in 


diplomacy, an Ambassador’s chef being, 
without any doubt, far and away the most 
important member of his official staff.

IS INHERITED FROM HIS 
METHODIST FATHERS. 


Seymour Eaton of Chicago Creates As- 
, tonishment in Philadelphia by an At- 
tack Upon Church Methods—Not an 
Institution of the People. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—* I 
am a Methodist because my father and 
“grandfather were Methodists,’’ were the 
tirst words of Seymour Eaton’s paper before 
the Methodist Laymen’s association, at 1018 
Arch street, last night. Mr. Eaton formerly 
lived in Philadelphia, but is now a resident 
of Chicago. 

As he proceeded with the reading of his 


) paper on “‘ The Retarding Influences of the 


Church” the expressions on the counte- 
nances of his auditors, mildly surprised by 
its first statement, rapidly changed to as- 
tonishment and finally to almost resentment. 
Mr. Eaton said in part: ‘‘ My denomination- 
alism is rather>of tradition than sentiment 
It does not upset me in the least to reject 
doctrines which to my mind are antiquated 
and useless. The sooner the church rids 
itself of cant and sham and gets down to 
rockbottom facts the better. It is time to 
return to cold,practical, hard, common sense. 
There is a spirit of culture, honesty, and 
morality abroad for which the church is not 
responsible. 

“As a matter of fact, the church doesn’t 
exist today for the people. The good people 
seem to exist that the church may be coddled 
and kept alive. The chief business of the 
church now seems to be preaching and hold- 
ing prayer meetings. 

“We are told that but for the church 
crime and wickedness would be rampant, but 
I don’t believe it. The church hasa powerful 
Influence for good, no doubt, but the morals 
of the people are held in check by a great 
Christian sentiment apart from the church. 

“There are a great many international 
church institutions for which I. have Httle 
if any sympathy. One of these is the revival 
spirit which seems to hover around the 
Methodist Church at regular intervals. I 
know a church which has thege spasms 
every January. 

‘‘I shall never subscribe another dollar 
to build a church unless it shall be in the 
contract that it shall be open for business 
seven days in the week. I would rather con- 
tribute to the support of a hospital or a libra- 
ry than a church which is closed six days in 
each week and during the summer holidays. 
“The church is the hardest organization 
in the world to getinto. I verily believe'that 
if Saint Peter were to come to earth and 
apply for admission into the Methodist 
Church he would be put on four months’

OATS TAKE THE LEAD. 


TOP PRICES ON CROP ESTABLISHED 
FOR MAY. 


Traders Made Bullish by the Accumu- 
lation of “Long” Lines in Strong 


Hands and Unusually Light Supply 
of Contract Stuff—Cereal Company 
Realises Part of a Handsome Profit 
—Good Recovery in December 
Wheat—Corn Is Rallied by Oats. 


Buying on a big scale by Patten and the 
realizing of part of a handsome profit by the 
American Cereal company stirred up things 
thoroughly in the oats market. Oats went 
from third to first place among speculative 
grain markets for the time being. Patten is 
just back from a trip to Japan and has only 
been on the floor two days. The American 
Cereal company is supposed to have a line 
of a million bu or more and to have 3c a bu 
profit in the grain sold yesterday. May 
oats sold at 25\4c, the top price on the crop. 
This was an advance during the session of

Executive Again Declares Him- 
self Against Fifty-Year 
Franchises. 


Charles T. Yerkes called on Controller 
Waller yesterday and had a long and private 
conference with him. After the conference

Both the Mayor and his Controller abso- 
lutely refused to say a word about the 
object of the conference, but the Mayor, 
without being asked and without any ap- 
parent cause, declared himself again on 
the subject of extension ordinances: 

“I am opposed to fifty-year franchises on 
any terms,’’ he said. “If the street car 
companies will consent to a twenty-year 
franchise, with a reasonable rate of com- 
pensation, there need be no trouble in ar- 
riving at a bargain.” 

The inference given was whatever terms 
Mr. Yerkes may have offered were de- 
clared unsatisfactory. 

“I learn one thing,’’ continued the Mayor, 
“and that is, agents of the street car com- 
panies are-going to Aldermen and saying 
to them ‘ We have all the votes now we 
need except yours, and you would better 
get into the bandwagon before it is too 
late." "The purpose, of course, is to secure 
pledges under this pretense by which they 
can hold the Aldermen afterwards.”’ 

President Bonney of the Chicago General 
railway company was asked by the Mayor 
why his company,which uses Twenty-second 


hetween the tracks: He replied his com- 
pany. like the city, had no money which 
could be used for that purpose. Mr. Bonney 
seid if the Mayor would agree to sign a 
fifty-year franchise ordinance, if passed by 
the Council, he could sell bonds enough to 
Pave the street between tracks, and would 
do so.
